Tub Wires ok the Would. — The queslion 
how far submarine telegraph cables have been 
successful receives ar.swer from a circular sont 
u> by Messrs. Glass, Elliot & Co., of I. i l n, 
who are, perhaps, the most extensive manufac- 
turers of that kind of wire in the woild. They 
have made arid laid twenty-four cables, of a 
total length of 3,739 statute miles, and having 
a length of 6,169 miles of insulated wire ; and 
on March 29th, of this year, all of this was in 
" perfect and inccassful working order," except 
36 miles — lees than one per cent. The hrst cable 
of their manufacture was laid in 1864, and is 
yet working. The longest cable tbey have made 
and laid is 1,535 miles long, and connects Malta 
with Alexandria. It was laid last year, and 
consists of one copper conductor, enveloped in a 
half inch of gutta percha, covered with eighteen 
number eleven iron wire?, which form the cable. 
The cable next in length measures , r >20 miles, 
and connects France with Algiers. It also is 
.composed of a single copper conductor, covered 
. with ten number fourteen steel wires, covered 
with hemp. Cables having but a single copper 
conductor seem to be growing in favor ; since 
1859, these manufacturers have made but one 
with more strands ; and in their list of twenty- 
. ve cables fourteen have single conductors. 

CsTThe late foreign news brings us intelligence 
of the death of a very eccentric and gifted man, 
Dr. Joseph Wolff, who was born near Bamberg, 
in Bavaria, in 1795. He was educated at the Col - 
lege of the Propaganda, in I: .me. where he was 
expelled in his twenty-third year for holding er- 
roneous doctrines. lie came to England, ai d, 
under the patronage of several English clergy- 
men, travelled and preached through the Easl, 
gaining no small reputation as in Oriental travel 
ler. In 1827 he marriad Lady Georgiana (Mary 
Walpole), with whom be again travelled in the 
East on a search for the Ten Tribes. Leaving 
bis wife, be then visited Abyssynla and Indiu, 
and afterward came to this country. Here he 
was well received, and preached btforo Congress. 
He became acquainted with the American clergy, 
and decided to enter the Episcopal Church, was 
ordained a deacon by the late Bishop Doane, of 
New Jersey, and on his return to England was 
made a priest. In 1845 be was presented with 
the vicarage of Ise-Brewers, near Taunton, 
which he retained until bis death.

It will be the occasion of 
great rejoicing on the part of the secessionists, 
who folly believe that Jackson and his reinforce- 
ments are the cau;e of it, and will renew their 
belief in Northern cowardice, which the battle of 
Winchester had almost beaten out of them. We 
must trust to some other opportunity to entirely 
dispel that delusion.

FEDERAL UNION— SECTIONAL- 
ISM — SECESSION AND SOUTUEKN 
TERRITORIAL RIGHTS. 

NUMBER. I. 

The preservation of the American Union was 
enjoined upon us by Washington, and, unless 
important circumstances and reasons have 
arisen which wore not foreseen by him, his 
imperativo advico is as binding upon us to-day 
as it was when first delivered. 

The world's best hopes are identified with 
tho preservation of our Union and liberty. 
Our prospective areatness, prosperity, peace, 
and honor seem to depend upon our union 
Until within a few short months no American 
doubted that the preservation of our Union as 
it was left bv Waehington was a paramount 
duty of the American people. 

It is needless to attempt to prove that the 
opinion of Washington and tho almost unani- 
mous opinions of onr nation and of its foreign 
friends were immutably true. 

We propose to enquire whether tho advice 
of Washington is not still practicable as well 
as j,mt — whether there is any causo for politi- 
cal hostility or civil war between the North 
and South — and whether our collisions and 
calamities have arisen from any other cause 
than seolionnl prejudice, slander, and delu- 
sion. 

Ever since there dawned upon our hor- 
izon tho gloomy and threatening doctrine 
of an inevitable and enduring conflict 
between tho North aud South — the doc- 
trine that the innate or natural hostility of the 
people (arising from ditleront institutions and 
manners) must inevitably break down all the 
barriers of the C onstitution to engage in a 
struggle for the tyrannical supremacy of the 
South over the North, or of the North over 
the South, our country has known no peace. 
A spirit of scornful defiance in the South has 
welcomed the conflict and advanced to meet it. 

The violence of the abolition movement 
was increased by every struggle of tho South- 
ern Rights pro-slavery party, and tho speeches 
of the Abolitionists continually inflamed the 
Southern mind. The Northern party believed 
themselves to be struggling against an insti- 
tution which was the misfortune and dishonor 
of our country, considered by many a sin and 
a crime us well as a political aud moral curse. 
To resist the progress of this curse they were 
willing to use all constitutional means to the 
very utmost, and tho most violent were ready 
to destroy the Constitution and tho Union. 
As Mr. Greeley expressed himself to the wri- 
ter, " If slavery is wrong we cannot he wrong in 
our op/iosition to it" — as if measures intrinsi- 
cally wrong could be made right by being cm- 
ployed against what was considered an evil. 
Blind, furious zeal ever runs into the pernicious 
doctrine that "the end justifies the means," and 
serves the devil most cllectually while wearing 
"tho livery of Heaven." This violent, head- 
long zeal is the prevalent insanity of our times, 
bringing into bloody conflict the noblest and 
most heroic spirits of our embattled country. 

Tho Southern party, taking their stand upon 
the doctrine of equality in the Territories, and 
tho right of slave emigration, wero ready to 
destroy the Union rather than yield the right 
of slave property in the Territories. Civil 
war was the natural consequence of the exist- 
ence of such parties. 

The disloyal spirit in the Southeast, which 
had for nearly thirty years been repressed by 
the whole power of the nation, rejoiced in the 
opportunity of a sec tional conflict, which was 
offered by the abolition anarchists. The 
standing quarrel of Massachusetts and South 
Carolina as tho respective champions of anti- 
slavery and pro-slavery ultraism and violence, 
placed them in the front rank, as leaders in 
thosectional contest. The substantial unity 
of purpose in the two parties advancing in 
their different mo.i«« i i n 1 is. — ^ — — 
u»crtnrow of the constitution, developed a 

latent cordiality which they displayed to ea< h 
other in tho last Presidential canvass. 

We stand now amid the bloody convulsions 
of civil war. Thero are few who can look 
dispassionately at the causes of our misfor- 
tunes. But what will be said by the historian 
of the next centur}? It will be said that the 
evils against which the Northern party arose 
existed chiefly in their own imaginations, in 
the wild theories of political agitators and tho 
novels of sentimental fanatics — that the rights 
for the defence of which tho Southern States 
assumed the attitude of military defiance were 
of extremely trivial importance, and that it 
must have been during a gloomy epidemic* of 
political insanity that our civil convulsions be- 
gan on account of imaginary evils and infini- 
tesimal Wl'uUgS. 

Believing that reason and tho love of truth 
havo not entirely deserted our country, we 
shall endeavor to overthrow by facts and 
figures those delusive doctrines which however 
puerile and powerless with the well-informed 
patriot have in stern reality so nearly over- 
whelmed our republic. 

Let us first examine tho Southern chimera 
and look through its grim head and marrow- 
less bones to the Bmiling faco of nature which 
it conceals. 

Tho South has been alarmed at anti-slavery 
agitation, and at one time that alarm had 
reasonable cause. The haughty attempt to 
exclude Missouri from the Union on account of 
the constitution formed by her citizens mani- 
fested an alarming disregard of the equal 
rights of the South. But after the settlement of 
that question by tho compromise line of 3G deg. 
30 min. fanaticism appeared to docline. Garri- 
son for publishing his abolition paper tho Lib- 
erator, was mobbed by tho respectable people 
of Boston and led out on Boston Common 
with a rope. Tho New England States (though 
infei ted with treason and secession during the 
war with England), became more loyal and 
contented and would probably have remained 
so but for the faithless repudiation of the 
Missouri compromise line by political agitators 
and the fierce contest which ensued upon tho 
plains of Kansas. In that bitter struggle the 
Are of sectional hatred was kindled to a glow- 
ing heat. 

The immediate pretext which has placed the 
North and South in battle array was the threat- 
ened Congressional legislation to exclude ne- 
gro slavery from the national territories. Ap- 
prehending this, the extreme Southern States 
resolved that they would not submit to a gov- 
ernment which treated them as an inferior 
class and claimed the right to discriminate 
against them in the territories acquired by the 
common treasure, prowers, and blood. Seces- 
sion and civil war followed. 

Was this privilege of negro migration to the 
territories worth the bloody struggle and tre- 
mendous sacrifices of a civil war and tho dis- 
solution of the republic? Could that migrating 
privilege have been secured by secession or by 
war, would it not have been a terrific folly to 
maintain it at the cost of sacrificing ten thou- 
sand-fold greater pecuniary value than the ne- 
gro property concerned would bo worth, and 
giving besides the lives of hundreds of valu- 
able citizens for every negro to whom we thus 
secure the privilege of migration? 

What then must be the wildness of that 
folly which sacrifices treasure by the hundred 
millions and lives by ten thousands to attain 
an object evidently impossible to attain h,j 
war — the safe migration and settlement of a 
few negro slaves in the United States territo- 
ries? 

How few of the Southern, people havo ever 
reflected upon tho positive insignificance, the 
real worthlessness of all that is concerned in 
this Territorial contest! 



As to Kansas, Nebraska, and all the other 
territory north of 3G deg. 80 min., no man in 
his senses thinks of a contest on the slavery 
question there — the question is practically set- 
tled. It is settled, too, in reference to Cali- 
fornia, Texas, and tho Indian Territories. 

What then is the area in which the North 
and South are to imperil all tbeir treasures 
and their liberty itself in a negro contest? 
Nothing in fact but'New Mexico and Arizona. 
Is the privilege of introducing negro slavery 
into theso territories of any great value. Is 
it to the planters of the South worth even a 
vigorous political contest? No — on tho con- 
traiy the privilego is worthless. There had 
been no restriction upon the introduction ot 
slaves, and yet there havo not been fifty prob- 
ably not twenty resident slaves introduced into 
these territories since they havo been owned 
by tho United States. Ex-Gov. Hunt, of 
New York, during tho last presidential can- 
vafs, cflcred a thousand dollars reward for 
proof of a single case in which a planter had 
emigrated or designed emigrating with his 
slaves to New Mexico. Liko California, 
Arizona and New Mexico were evidently des 
tincd to have no slaves, for they arc not plant 
ing countries and could not obtain slaveholders 
enough to maintain the institution. At the 
utmost but a few thousand could ever have 
been introduced, and even theso could not 
have permanently remained in a region where 
an overwhelming majority of the voters would 
havo favored emancipation. It was not a fan- 
ciful expression of Dan'l Webster when he 
said that this region was devoted to free labor 
by tho ordinance of God, 

It appears then that the great question of 
Southern Rights in the Territories, nbou! 
which the nation has been convulsed and en- 
raged to the dagger's point — agitated by Wil- 
mot provisos, Chicago platforms, Squatter 
Sovereignty, Dred Scott decisions, Djuglaa 
and Lincoln debates, Southern conventions, 
secession resolutions, actual disunion, coer- 
cion, civil war, and its long train cf min, 
blood, and horror, is a matter 60 entirely in- 
significant and practically worthless that, like 
the point of honor in soma would-be duels, 
it vanishes away when submitted to the in- 
spection of the combatants' friends. 

The privilege of importing an accidental 
negro now and then into New Mexico, if sub- 
jected to a border tariff of fifty dollars per 
head, would never have yielded ten thousand 
lollara — probably not evon a hundred. In no 
possiblo mode could emigrants have been in- 
duced to pay as much ns $50,(100 for the privi- 
lege of introducing slaves into New Mexico. 
Nor is it at all probable thut a sufficient slave- 
holding emigration could over have been 
carried into New Mexico to make it perma- 
nently a slave State, and thus add to tho po- 
litical influence of the slave-holding States. 

Throughout all the Southern States so deeply 
agitated upon the question of iquatter-sover- 
eignty and slave migration, not one man in ten 
thousand had any prartical or possible interest 
in the question. Nor bad the Southern States 
as States or communities any practical interest 
in the matter. As slavcholding States they 
could not reasonably expect to bolster up their 
political power by means of slavery in New 
Mexico unless they could also havo excluded 
Northern immigration. As communities seek- 
ing their own growth and prosperity, their in- 
terest in New Mexico was less than nothing — it 
was a minus quantity! 

What interest has Kentucky or any other 
Southern State in tempting her citizens to 
migrate to a new territory and to carry with 
them their slaves and other capital? Nono 
whatever. It is the continued drain of popu- 
lation from Kentucky to the new States, which 
has exhausted her resources, checked her 
growth, diminished her cities, prevented her 

whole territory front — - ' 1 '* 

roads and turnpikes, and her tight or ten mil- 
lion acres of unimproved land occupied by a 
thrifty population. 

Oar financial condition in reference to the 
Territories is like that of the cat under the 
bellglass when tho working of the air-pump 
was withdrawing the air, leaving poor puss to 
perish in the vacuum. It is said that a shrewd 
old eat in this dangerous condition clapped 
her paw upon the valve through which she 
was being pumped to death, and thus put a 
veto on the operations of the experimenter. 
The Wilmct proviso would have partially ob- 
structed the valve through which our State has 
been drained by the territories of a certain 
portion of its capital, but our politicians, un- 
like the shrewd cat, have insisted with frantic- 
vehemence that tho valve should bo kept wide 
open and the pump vigorously worked t» re- 
duce ihc wealth and population of cur State. 
Aye, they havo even insisted that we should 
fight rather than allow tho valve to be closed 
by Northern politicians. Their indignation, 
however, was but an ex />ost facto resolution, 
after the offence had b.ien committed, when 
no more available territory remained for con- 
test, and national parties steed in battle array 
upon the question whether the stable door 
should or should not be shnt after the horss 
was gone. Ah, how blindly havo paity poli- . 
ticians led us with humbug issues through 
farcical contests, into our present bloody trag- 
edy! 

We do not favor tho Wilmot Proviso nor 
object to free emigration from one portion to an- 
other of our common country, but we do think 
that when the interest of a State in migration 
to a Territory is largely a minus quantity, the 
champions of State rights should not too 
fiercely demand that minus quantity for the 
honor or benefit of the State, or bring the State 
to the verge of civil war to maintain (if the 
expression be allowable) a minus right — a right 
to be depleted and exhausted. 

Not thus, however, was the question pre- 
sented to the people of the South. They were 
told by extremists in both sections that slavery 
was to be surrounded, imprisoned as by a wall 
of fire, within which it should be compressed 
and finally suffocated for want of room to ex- 
pand. 

They who in sincerity spoke thus forgot the 
vast area cf the South in proportion to its pop- 
ulation. They forgot how difficult it is to 
produce an excess of population in any coun- 
try — how many centuries the world has been 
growing without producing anywhere that 
dreaded Malthusian climax when starvation is 
to result from excess of numbers overburdening 
the soil. 

The area of all the slave States of the Union 
was 851,000 Equare miles — they had not in 
1850 reduced more than one-tenth of their land 
to cultivation. They can easily sustain a pop- 
ulation of (1,700,000,000) seventeen hundred 
millions lieloro they will begin to encroach 
upon the boundaries where want and famine 
begin. The day when such an event can hap- 
pen is a long ways off in a boundless future, 
and long ere the negro shall thus be crowded 
to the imagined vergo of starvation tho 
crowded laboring population of tho North will 
have passed into its horrors and perished by- 
thousands. 

The idea therefore of suffocating slavery by 
circumscribing its territory is as wild as any- 
other pretext for getting up an agitation about 
territorial rights. 

"Sleep hath itj wicked dreams- 
Fever Its horrid phantom thape?, 
And such are these." 
The whole contest was simply a jealous and 
desperate struggle for political power between 
slavebolding and non - slaveholding States, 
prompted by mutual distrust and alienation. 
In this struggle the South was hopelessly oat- 
numbered and should have given up the vain 



struggle for political ascendency on sectional 
principles. 

As a political element the slaveholding 
power in scoking its own defence and preserva- 
tion should have limited its efforts to defend 
ing and holding firmly tho five hundred mil- 
lions of acres which it bad in secure possession 
behind the bulwarks of the Constitution, and 
not havo weakened its position by attempting 
to outflank the North and take poss=ssion of 
new Territories in the Southwest, which it 
could not possibly hold longer than for a few 
years of irritating struggle and overwhelming 
defeat. 

The rash attempt was ma do to take posses- 
sion of territorial outposts which were not 
needed and could not be held. Tho struggle 
commenced in Kansas — the South was de- 
feated, leaving the victors enraged and openly 
proposing in ihcir camp a general assault to 
batter down the bulwarks of tho Constitution 
and capture the stronghold of their political 
opponents. 

Such arc th: 1 ruinous consequences of politi 
cal agitation which'has induced the South to 
drop tho substance of psace, protection, and 
prosperity to grasp at the empty shadow of 
territorial rights. 

There was, it is true, a deeper cause than 
this operating on tho minds of the more intel- 
ligent, but excitable — a fear of Northern 
aggression. That fear was tho mainspring of 
secession. The humbug of territorial rights 
was the ostensible pretext, but fear of uncon- 
stitutional aggressions was the deeper motivo 
thut really fired the Southern mind, and in 
proportion as our government shall dissipate 
or confirm that fear will it be successful or 
unsuccessful in truly restoring and cementing 
for all time tho Federal Union. 

G >d grant a speedy restoration of Union, 
peace, and i-onstitutional order. Tho writer, 
belonging to no party, has heretofore raised his 
voice against mad extremists, and would now 
again address to his countrymen a few calm 
words, fin- which no one is responsible but 
HIMSELF. 



PRLSBYIERIAN GENER4L ASSEMBLY. 
Seventy-third Session of the Old School. 

Columbus, May 27, 1862. 

Dr. Robinson yesterday afternoon rose to a 
question of privilege. He had been charged by 
Dr. Br>ckinridga with having published " false 
and lib -ll< u - statements" in reference to bim (Dr. 
B.) and bi9 relations to the Danville Seminary, on 
which account Dr. B. had resigned. Dr. Robin- 
son stated the suthority cn which he made those 
statements, being the information directly com- 
municated to bim by a director of that institu- 
tion, and confirmatory information received sec- 
ond band from another directoi; so that he (Dr. 
R ) thought himself innccent of any intention nf 
making false statements. 

Dr. Breckinridge alto made a i tateinent, show- 
ing that tbore Wdre gross mistakes by somtbjdy 
in relation to the action of the Trustee; and Di- 
rectors cf the Seminary. 

The report of the Committee on Dr. B.'s resig- 
nation was further c insider*!, Dr. McDonald mak- 
ing a speech on his substitute for the majority 
and minority reports, adopting parts of each. 

There were two delicate points in this business. 
1. Should any one be rebuked? 2. How far shall 
Dr. R a r pinion cn politics and slavery be en- 
dorsed? Slavery was not mentioned by any 
member except in some extracts made by Dr. 
McD maid from Dr. B.'s pamphlet on the state of 
the country, in which the relaiinur.f "master and 
servant" is declared one of the unavoidable acci- 
dents of society, that has existed through all dis- 
pensations and states of civilization, ard mu~t 
always continue in some form, at least a) long as 
sin continues in the world; that it is absurd for 
the North to discuss the moral question of slave- 
ry; that the final union of the StatcB would be 
contingent upon the change of the North in this 
respect, and that God nowhere either condemns 
or approves slavery, but will hold both "master 
and servant" accountable for the discharge of 
their dutios toward each other, &c° 

Dr. McDonald endorsed all these views — re 
garded Dr. B. the soundest man in the church, 
and expressed unbounded admiration of his tal- 
ents, opinions, and labors. Dr. McD. is located 
at Princeton, New Jersey, tho heart n( the chutcb 
in ministerial education. 

Dr. McD. 'a substiiu'e, as also the minority re- 
port, was defeated. I'lio vote then recurred upon 
I bo majority repeirt, wheroupm the As-embly ad- 
jjumed to a quarter before eight o'clock at night.

1. That si far as the papers in the case involve 
the personal relations of the partis, the Assem- 
bly can take no cognizince unless by judicial pro- 
ceeding. 

2. That Ihe Assembly has authority to inquire 
into the acceptability of a Profesjor holding his 
chair by authority ef this body. 

3. That their confidence is not impaired in Dr. 
B. , aud that all the charges and insinuations 
against him are without foundation. 

Dr. Robinson was afraid that tho adoption of 
tho the third resolution would imply a reproach 
nf himself, and he could not afford to continue a 
minuter undor such imputations, aad if persisted 
in, he muat resign his commission to preach the 
gospel to the Assembly that condemned him. In 
twenty- years he had preached over f mr thousand 
times, and though he has bad some severo con- 
ies' s with some of bis bretbroo. yet he harbored 
no i'l will toward any one. He could not preach 
while laboring under the condemna'ion of the 
chnrcb; for, thoagb the charge of having falsi- 
fied is not direcllv alleged, yet the world will 
construe the third resolution as a condemn ttion of 
him. He made no threat 9 , the church would go 
on withou' him. He would not leave the chmcb, 
but would leave the ministry. 

Dr. Breed said that he came here expecting to 
participate in exci. ing scenes; lu'. he had been 
happily dnapp inted, for the utmost kindness had 
prevailed. He thought the complaint of Dr. 
Rebinson just, and hoped the phraseology would 
he so changed as to irr.putu no n flection upon 
bim, while it fully justifies Dr. B. 

Dr. Brood moved that all after the word serai- 
nary be stricken i u', so that it will read, in tflVct, 
that no facts have come to < ur knowledge calcu- 
lated to impair cur confidence in Dr. Breckinridge 
as a professor in Danville .Seminary. 

Dr. Junkin thought Dr. ii .binson hadno power 
to resign the ministry. 

Amc'idment carried, and the resolution adopted. 

Dr. Stevenson moved an addition to the 3d reso- 
lution, and for the purpoio of bringing it fully 
before the bouse, moved to lay the remainder of 
the report en the table. 85 to 93 — motion lost. 

4. In accepting a Professor's chair in the Sem- 
inary, Dr. Breckinridge did not yield his right 
lo freely express his views on national govern- 
ment, and the Church (a grateful for his lucid 
utterances on the rise and progress of the rebel- 
lion. 

Judge Leavitt moved to amend by striking ont 
the closing clause and inserting, in effect, thai 
"his bold and patriotic stacd" in defence of the 
Government places us under a debt of gratitude 
to him. Carried. 

I he oth resolution, that, duly appreciating the 
eminence of D. - . B. aaate chcrof theology, the 
Assembly rogrets l,L j resignation, and respectful- 
ly declines its a^csptarce. 

Dr. Hoge moved to amend by substituting, 
"That, in view of the whole case, the General 
A'-sembly declines lo accept his resignation." 

Dr. Breckinridge felt under a very great debt 
of gratitude for the very high < pinion the Assem- 
bly holds in reference to his services, and ho ap- 
proved of Ihe amendment of Dr. liege. Carried, 
and the wh .le report then adopted. 

Dr. Breckinridge moved to tike up ihiqaea-' 
lion of pasteral elections, which, on motion, was 
referred to tho next General Assembly. 

Moved to adj)urn. Lost. 

Dr. Junkin offered a resolution on colouiz Uion, 
to the effect that the movements of the Ameri- 
can Colonization Society be commended to the 
churches of this denomination. Adopted against 
a few nays. 

The surj ict of ■ fraternal correspondence with 
the New School Assembly was then called up, 
proposing to interchange, annually, one minister 
and one ruling elder; also a similar movoment in 
respect to the United Prosbyterian Assembly, in 
session at Pittsburg, which were unanimously 
adopt e J. * 

It was then moved to ref>r tho subject of sys- 
malic bencvolencs to a special committee, to re- 
port at the next General Assembly. 

Dr. Mu«grove rematksd that 2,600 churches 
for 18C1 did not ontribnte to the Board of Educa- 
tion. 

Dr. Christian spoke nf the great number of non- 
contributing churches, when — 

Dr. Breckinridge IhoUKht the statements great- 
ly exjggerateri, beinet as much as to say that 
none of the chuiches had contributed and three 
hundred more 

It was like the man who had ten children, and 
but $9,000, and was in a dilemma becauie in di- 
viding nine by ten, he bad nothing and nothing 
over. (Laughter.) 

Pend.ng thia discussion, the Assembly adjoarn- 
i d to this morning. 

TUESDAY MORNING 8RSSION. 

The Moderator, Dr. Beatty, being confined with 
nervous headache, Dr. Hogu, who was the most 
recent ex moderator present, called the house to 



ord'r, and Dr. Junkin was cilled to the chair 
and ho opened the seseion with prayer. 

Thw committee on the report of the Synod of 
Missouri reported that the act i in of that body 
was cakulated to promote insubordination to the 
authority of the Church, and not sufficiently re- 
spect fal. The action of the Synod compUin'ed of 
was its lepudiation of the action cf the last As- 
sembly, on the staloof tbecouulry. 

Dr. McPheeters thought the report of the com- 
mittea was unjust lo the Synod, which did not 
intend anything as charged, but only to protest 
against that which it deemed unconstitutional in 
the action of the General Assembly. 

Dr. Hoge was satisfied that the Aisorably had 
dono enough in adopting the paper on Saturday, 
and moved the indofiniie postponement of the 
wholo sul j set, but to cut off all discussion, moved 
to lay the whole tubjact on tho table. 

Then came up tho sul jsctof Systematic Benov- 
olenco. The resolutions contemplate a sort of 
sup^riutending agency ewer the whole necessities 
of the various Boards. 

Dr. Slieddon thought Gcd had in His special 
charge the wh;h question of charitv, and outside 
og^ncios wore unnecessary. 

Dr. Breed moved that tho Secretaries of ihe 
various Boards be Instructed to report at the next 
Assembly thenutnbor of churches that contribute, 
with the amounts, &c. 

Dr. Clark thought the great difficulty Was in 
tho lack of information, bv the various churches, 
in relation to the necessities of the Boards. He 
thought that brief tracts should re sent out 
monthly to every church member, so that every 
one could be suitably impressed with the necessi- 
ties of our bsnevolent operations. 

Dr. Sheddon still thought that the grace of 
God was ample in all hi] cbaritie*, and outside 
agencies, &c , were unnecessary. 

The various motions and amendments of the re- 
port nf Committee were then 1 .id on the tabl?, 
and ths report again read, in sulutance as follows: 
That not more than oae fiMi cf all thj churches 
contribute to all tho B.iarus; that one half of them 
only cintributeto the Boards of Education and 
Publication, and to some oi her Boards, rnly one 
fourth had contributed. The work of Systematic 
B^novoloncs bad tin Boir.l, hut was the nursing 
mother of all the Hoards. T he report urges the 
Assembly to erjoin strict regard for those inter- 
ests, as demanded by the exigencies of the times 
to sustain our charitable efforts. 

Moved that tho report be adopted. Carried 
unanimously. 

Dr. Clark moved that 3,000 copies of the ro- 
port bs printed and circulated. Carriod. 

The MoJorator suggested that the protest of Dr. 
Robinson, against the action on tho Deliverance, 
should come up now, to give time for a reply if 
necessary. 

But Dr. Jmtin having the floor, various resolu- 
tions of politeness were offered by him, and 
others, till tbey became so numerous that thev 
were all referred to the movers as a committee to 
digest them 

Dr. Rjbinanntben read his protest. 1. That 
tho action of Saturday was against the constitu- 
tion of the church, forbidding intermeddling with 
civil affairs. The church hsd no right to pro- 
nource upon the duties of civil magistrates, nor 
to declare loyalty to civil government as an at- 
t'ibuteof the church. The paper adjudges cer- 
tiin persons as guilty of great offence', which do 
not belong to the adjudication of the chnrch. 
This illegal and unnecessary action will drivo off 
many if not all of the South, while it would be 
calculated to ally the church of the North more 
and more with political agitations. 

Rev. Mr. Fornun then prvtested, not bocause 
the papjr enjoins the loyally of its members, but 
because he denied the rirjht of the church to de- 
cide upon anything is the namo nf the Lord 
Jesus Chriaf that is not clearly enj >inod by the 
Bihlo ; because of Ihe unconstitutionality of the 
said action; because the paper declares the loyalty 
of the church to civil government, whilo that 
loyalty attaches only to the ci izm, and the 
church is only loyal to Christ . and because such 
action will unnecessarily occasion derangement in 
the church. 

It was moved and carried that these protests 
required no reply from tho Assembly. 

The Book of Discipline then came upon the 
resolution to print, as soon as practicable, the 
final report of tbe Committee oa Revision, three 
thousand copies, one for each minister. 

Dr. Hoge, from the Committee on Kstision, 
further reported that tbe Assembly order the 
Committee to meet on the 221 of next July, in 
Pittsburg, ard that the name of Dr. C. C. Beatty 
be substituted for that of Dr. Peck, and of R. R. 
Keed, of Washington, Pa., in placs of J. C. Per- 
rine, seceded gentlemen, who had virtually with- 
drawn from the Committee. Adopted. 

Dr. Clark moved that tbe members of the Com- 
mittee that may be present at Pittsburg shall 
constitute a qu orum. Carried. 

The r*solu ion to print was then adopted. 

Dr. Scott called up the subject of the Church 
Commentary, which was indefinitely postponed 
on bis motion, as tbe subject had been incubating 
several years without bringing forth anything 
practical. 

The report on the safe keoping of the papers 

and records of the church was now called up, and 
the church building of Princstou was made Ihe 
piece of deposit. 

In respect to the Synods and Presbyteries of 
the seceding States, tho Assembly found itself in 
the dilemma of the Federal Government a year 
ago in recc«ni ? mK_the_ rab^la^s r^ln^ijjjjj 
would not troat them as hopelessly loit, but would 
G Btl Uf them, for the moment, only as wander- 
ing brethren, to ba welcomed back to the frater- 
nal embrace of the church. The idea that they 
aro not out of the church, notwithstanding the 
declaration of their independence last December, 
prevailed. 

The resolutions of politeness were then reported 
and unanimously passod, whereupon Dr. Hoge 
moved that Ibis Assembly be dissolved, and the 
nex> General Assembly, appointed in the sant* 
manner, be directed to meet in Peoria, III., on 
tho third Tl u'sday of next May, at 10 o'clock 
A. H. Carriod. 

The Moderator, at precisely 12 o'clock M , de- 
clared tbe Assembly dissolved, requesting Dr. 
Hoge to make the concluding prayer, af.er which 
a hymn was sung, the benediction pronounced, 
and tbe Assembly broke in the best possiM* spirit 
of Christian affection and fraternal ha r mony.

gyWo publish this morning the first of a 
short aeries of political cssajB from one of the 
most vigorous thinkers amongst us.

say The special message of the President 
which we published in the Journal of yester- 
day is certainly a frank and manly paper. It 
does credit to the President's heart. 

The policy so manfully confessed, however, 
is not one to be approved, and, though the 
exigency under which the policy was adopted 
and the undoubted integrity of the motive 
that prompted its adoption ought to shield 
the Executive from direct censure, still, 
under all the circumstances, we are not sorry 
that Congress has done in the premises ex- 
actly what it has done. Indeed, we reckon 
the whole thing as fortunate. If tho facts 
now disclosed by the President had been known 
beforehand, Congress would have probably not 
acted at all, and the case m'ght have become 
a precedent of evil tendency. As it is, the 
President's message will do full justice to Mr. 
Cameron, leaving the action of Congress to 
stand as a solemn yet not ungracious testi- 
mony against the case as a precedent. 

And here we cannot forbear to notice the 
marked propriety with which the President 
seems to have acted toward Congress in tho 
matter. If he had caused the facts he now 
discloses to be made known or intimated pre- 
viously to his party friends in Congress, it is 
not unfair to presume that tho subject would 
have been dropped, and he would have escaped 
all censure direct or otherwise Instead of 
this course, however, which a man of less storling 
qualities might have pursued, he appears to have 
left Congress to its free decision in the case, 
reserving to himself only the noble privilege of 
accepting his whole share of whatever censure 
should be pronounced against tho policy he 
».ori in rnalii v sanctioned. This suroly is very 
handsome conduct. There, is chivalry as well 
propriety in it. 

sHTThc fate of that ugly and unique politi- 
cal monster of which the fading initial**, as 
nearly aB they can be made out upon the knap- 
sacks of her fleeing armies, aro "C. S. A ," 
seems to be very clearly foreshadowed in what 
even the rebel sympathizers here in the midst of 
us cannot help characterizing "entre nous," as 
the "dastardly destruction of the Merrimac." 

The Confederacy, like the piratical craft, 
will soon be deserted by the last rats and the 
whole" Confederate crew, and then blown up 
and wholmed forever in her own Stygian wa- 
ters.

Every act of tho Confederate usurpers in- 
dicates with unmistakable distinctness the des- 
peration of the suicide. 

The universal conscription act and tho bru- 
tal enforcement of it now being carried out at 
tho point of the bayonet throughout the South, 
is undoubtedly the gnat spasm of tho scorpion 
confederacy. 

It is and must be the climax of their enor-

pressible cruelty. It is the utmost product of 
the utmost known multiplier and multipli- 
cand of wickedness and crime. It is rob- 
bery, rapine, and murder — at once — combined, 
concentrated, and generalized. We are aware 
that to those who are in full enjoyment of all 
the prerogatives of loyal citizenship, and in 
peaceable pursuit of their usual avocations un- 
der the protection of the Federal arms, even 
in many instances in cpite of their admitted 
disloyalty, this language will seem strong — 
but to the hundreds of thousands of conscripts 
who are at the moment of this writing being 
dragged and driven at the point of the bayo- 
net to sustain, through starvation, pestilence, 
and insupportable hardships, a war against all 
that their hearts love and their souls revere, 
no expression of which the pen of man is ca- 
pable can adequately depict what they are un- 
dergoing The eye can only close in horror 
upon this awful phantasm of the conscription; 
the pen cannot describe it. 

The last earthly hope of tho rebollion, then, 
is in this last — its greatest and, aB it were, its 
crowning crime, viz : the conscription. This 
dark act casts the dark shadows of still darker 
designs before it. The Richmond adventurers 
manifestly hope to be able to hold McClellan 
and Halleck in check until they can prick five 
hundred thousand Union men into their un- 
hallowed service with the bayonet, and sever- 
ally coerce them, as far as possible, to main- 
tain a cause which they purely could not of 
themselves maintain another month. And 
now, Generals McClellan and Halleck, tho 
lofty voice and immortal spirit of the nation 
seem to calmly and clearly admonish you to 
smash the armies that confront you to atoms 
before those armies can have time to coerce 
and array against us under this accursed and 
inhuman conscription a larger army of our own 
friends and kinsmen than of all the enemies 
combined who have ever voluntarily enlisted 
in the Confederate service. And the nation 
seems to feel through all her soul and mighty 
nerves from coast to coast tho triumphant and 
thrilling premonition that you will do it. Bear 
up then, still, O long-suffering and sorely- 
persecuted freemen of the South, for the hour 
of your deliverance is striking even now !

Gen. Bcell's Report.— After we had 
published what purported to bo the official re- 
pjrt of Maj. Gen. Buell on tho battle of Shi- 
loh wo found that our version did not contain 
all the document, and that the portions 
omitted were of interest. Having procured a 
perfect copy, wo have concluded to republish 
the whole of it, that the continuous narrative 
of the operations of tho army of the Ohio may 
bo preserved as a historic pa|»er for future 
reference. We ask for this report the atten- 
tive perusal of our contemporaries of the 
New York World and other Kastern papers, 
which attributed the reverses of Pittsburg 
Landing to the slow movements of General 
Buell's army. Six weeks have elapsed since 
this unfounded charge was made, and though 
Gen. Buell has received deserved commenda- 
tion for his brilliant success in retrieving the 
fortunes of General Grant's division, there 
has been no retraction of the direct allega- 
gation that he had unnecessarily de- 
layed the advance of his army, or the 
ungenerous insinuation that Genoral Bu- 
ell had involved himself in the same cate- 
gory as Gen. Stone had dono at Ball's Bluff. 
That wo may make Gon. Buell's vindication 
clear, wo quote the charges and implications 
of the New York World, mado April 10, when 
it had received nothing but the telegraphic re- 
ports of the reverses of the .V.h, and the glorious 
victory of the <;:h. After quoting from the 
Mobile Register an exulting article to tho ef- 
fect that the rebels had gained, by our appar- 
ent inaction after tho battlo of Fort Donelson, 
and assorting that Gen. Buell had concentrat- 
ed his forces ont day t'»> Lite, tho World said : 

Can he, or any friend of his, remembe.iog the 
capacities of the Cumberland and Tennessee, 
river?, pretend that this was not souner practica- 
ble? Gen. Buell is certainly slow. It may be 
from pbys'cal inertness; it may bo from lack of 
moral earnestness. Bis extraordinary speech to 
his soldiers wUea he first took caarge of bit de- 
partment, that he "did Dot know what the war 
was for," and bis con'iDued friendly intercourse 
with rebel sympathizers, to the minds of some, 
would indicato the latter, and put him m the 
same category with General Stone, the supposed 
au b r of the di.aster at Ball's BJuff 

Now what wero the facts? Anterior to the 
battle at Pittsburg Landing, the army divi- 
sions had been changed, and Gen. Buell had 
no longer an independent command, but was 
under tho guidance of Gen. Halleck, as the 
Department commander. Wa will not stop 
to show that it was impracticable to use the 
rivers for the transportation of troops and mu- 
nitions. From Nashville to Savannah there 
was a hostile country, through which it was 
imperative that our army should pass, and 
in its passage detach Gen. Mitchell to Bccure 
its left flank while he menaced the right of the 
insurgents, and at the same time to garrison 
various' strategic points on the route, and pro- 
vent an advance on Nashville. Still Gen. Buell 
was near Savannah on Friday, the 4th, and 
on that morning despatches from Gen. Grant 
stated that no enemy was in Bight, no danger 
apprehended, and that there was no need of 
hurry. Despite this Gen. Nelson, who led 
Buell's advance, pressed on and reached Sa- 
vannah the afternoon of Saturday the ,">th, in 
ample time to havo reached Pittsburg Landing 
that evening if his orders had permitted. It 
is therefore evident that Gen. Buell was in ad- 
vance of Gen. Grant's requirements, and there 
is no necessity for further refutation of the 
chargo of inaction made by tho World. 

But the World was not ungenerous merely; 
it was unjust, and it could have offered noth- 
ing more damaging to a Boldier's reputation 
and honor than the insinuation tba*. his inter- 
courso with rebel sympathizers had tinetured 
him with disloyalty or induced him to delay 
his march in the interests of tho insurgents. 
It is very easy lor newspaper tacticians to set 
cosily in their casy-chairs and win battles, or to 
deviso the strategy of a campaign and pass 
huge armies along roads through muddy bot- 
toms and over fordless streams whero bridges 
had been destroyed. But when tho World ac-

not transport his troops by river, it is i Mnvinc- 
ing evidetc] that it knows nothing ubout what 
it presumes to discus', for it was necessary to 
drive tho rcbols before him out of Tenncsseo 
or to havo exposed himself, tho capital of Ten- 
nessee, and the Louisville and Nashvillo railroad, 
to many annoyances and the gravest dangers. 
The implication which couplos tho namo 
of Gen. Buell with lukcwarmncss in the cauFO 
of the Union ordibloyalty to his Government, 
injures no one but those who make, it. Gen. 
Buell needB no defenco from this calumny, for 
it has already been disproved by time. From 
the moment he assumed tho command in Ken- 
tucky, ho devoted himself to the task of con- 
verting raw levies into soldiers, and those 
soldiers at Shiloh formed the centre around 
which tho more recent organizations have 
clustered and gained strength. Gen. Buell is 
the very soul of loyalty, and his achieve- 
ments are both solid and brilliant. He 
has never yielded one inch since he 
commenced his advance, and, as he ad- 
vanced, his lines have he n guarded in the 
rear and the whole country of his department 
cleared of rebel*?, save hero and there a small 
marauding band. It is but a poor return for 
his energy, endurance, and uninterrupted suc- 
cesses to have his movements misrepresented 
and his motives impeached. 

ajyi'he style of appeal adopted by some of 
our Governors in responding to the late requi- 
tion of the President for troops is not adapted 
to enrapture the judicious. We see it has re- 
received a vigorous left-handed slap from the 
eminently judicious National Intelligene-er. 
The blow is deserved. "The Intelligencer of 
this moaning,'' says a Washington despatch 
of Tuetday, "referring to the representations 
that the insurgents again menaced the National 
Capital, says that besides creating a falso alarm, 
they are unjust to the military dispositions 
which the Government has made for the pro- 
tection o<" this city, while their only effect 
abroad can be to produce a fictitious impres- 
sion • more complimentary to tho military 
strength of the insurgents than the facts of 
the case can bo held tc warrant. The absurd 
rumors which find currency among idlers and 
secession sympathizers have not disturbed tho 
equanimity of the people of Washington." 
The Intclliguncer's imputation of the rumors 
in question to the "idlers and secession sym- 
pathizers" of the Capital is a stinging rebuke 
to those State Executives who in answering the 
President's requisition have portrayed the dan- 
ger of Washington in language as striking and 
vivid as that employed by them whilst the 
thunders of Sumpter wero still echoing through 
the land. The exhibition is simply ridicu- 
lous. Washington is in no danger, and tho 
President's requisition for troops, to which 
these Executives are responding in such a 
panic-struck fashion, was made nut only with- 
out reference to the recent movements in Vir- 
ginia but before they had taken place. The 
requisition was a purely business one, made in 
pursuance of the regular demands of the ser- 
vice, and without the smallest relation to a 
particular emergency cither present or future. 
The Governors under notice, in summoning 
their citizens to tho field in this sensational 
manner, have done injustice not merely to 
the public situation, but to themselves and to 
their ready and gallant people. In short, 
they evidently have aced from thoughtla 
nets instead of thougiitfulness. 

sETThe Memphis Avalanche complains that

"There 
is one thing," says the Times, "very clear — 
there are no more staunch, unflinching Union 
men in the country than the Unionists of Ken- 
tucky, Tonnessee, and Virginia.

Are we makingthem friend ? I think it ia exceed- 
ingly unkind to the representatives from those 
Stales here. What right have we to drive away 
from the Senators from Virginia the friends who 
have stood about them in t hese dark bow? What 
right have we to do the same with the Senators 
from Missouri, or the Senators from any Border 
State? Is that proper treatment? I would defer 
to those gentlemen as to all things relating to their 
own States, and as to all laws which are to oper- 
ate on their own people Upon what presumption 
do we decide that they are not interested in pat- 
ting down tbis rebellion — ay, evon more than 
we an? I should like to know from the honora- 
ble Senator from Massachusetts how he comes to 
know better than thev do how to put down this 
rebellion.

Thk Position at Cokimth — A gentleman who 
left Memphis recently, and in whose word we place 
great confidence, arrived iu this city last evening. 
His opportunities for observation bat e been good, 
and bis statements may be relied upon. He in- 
forms us that nine citizens in ten have no conb- 
dence whatovor in the successful result of the 
effort to establish a healthful, independent gov- 
ernment in the States now in revolt. Tho ac- 
counts we have had of the suffering endured by 
the inhabitants of the to called Confederate 
States are by no means exaggerated, and are of 
such a deplorable character as to beggar descrip 
lion. Tbe n ml revolting means are made use of 
o compel tbe common people to serve hi the 
army in cbodience to the conscription act, and 
the reign of terror from that cause is perfectly 
appalling. 

Our informant expresses tbe lioliuf tba>, there 
will be nogoneral engagement at or near Corinth, 
as It will be the policy of Uen. Beauregard In fall 
back upon Columbus', or somo other point further 
South. Indeed, he thinks I)>anreg9rd'u present 
force at Corinth iloea not exceed twenty thousand 
men, all of whom are thrown out as pickets, which 
movement is designed to cover and make euro his 
retreat. In short he feels sal isfisd that we will 
have a repetition at Corinth of the scenes that 
have rendered Manassas, Bowling Urecp, and 
Yorktown famous in the war. 



Bust of BisMor Sfaldihg — Mr. Bullot, tbe 
sculptor, of tbe firm of Muldoon & Co , has pre- 
pared a cast of Bishop Spalding, which is one of 
the most speaking likenesses we hive ever seen in 
plaster. When' it la transferred to marble and 
h is imparted to It the transparency of the mar- 
morean substance, it promisee to be a great 
triumph of art. Mr. Bullet is very suc- 
cessful in catching the expression if his sub- 
jects, and he understands too how to relieve 
the vacant glare cf tbe colorless eye, which 
is the great objection to statuary, except 
when it is regarded with an aesthetic feeling and 
appreciation. We noticed this same beautiful 
effect in Mr. Bullet's bust of General Anderson; 
speaking of which, by the way, we may remark, 
as a singular evidence of the hw state of artijlic 
feeling among us, not a single copy has been pur- 
chased in this city, and only two or three through- 
out tbe State of Kentucky, which has been so 
honored by his bravery and has so delighted to 
honor him. Our Councils should socure one for 
tbe court-house, and the Legislature should ap- 
propriate one for the State Library. We pre- 
sume tbe artist will have many cills for copies 
of Bishop Sp ilding's bust. 

gjTChaplain James H. Bristow, of tbe Louis- 
ville Logion, Fifth Kentucky regiment, bis 
reached th's city, and having heard reports that 
the soldiers hid suffered much from sickness, and 
that many had di<d, which caused much distress 
to their friend*, desires such rumors to be em- 
phatically contradicted. He says the health of 
tbe Legion and of the whole army before Corinth 
was never better, and the trcops are all anxious 
to pay I heir refpscts to Beauregard, and teich 
the insurgents to respect our country's flag and 
nbev her laws.

FROM THE JAMES K1VKR ENGAGEMENTS 
WITH THE INSURGENTS, AND BASE REBEL 
TREACHERY. 

Usitkd States Uuxhoat Aroostook,) 
James River, May 19, 18G2. j 
You will have heard before this reaches yen of 
our recor.noissance up this river in crmpany with 
the Galena and Port Koyal. We stormed Day's 
Bluff, about thirty miles from Old Point, and 
having silenced the battery there, shelled another 
about two miles further up the river. This I 
cupied two hours and a quarter and dismounted 
two of their gun? . We received two shots; one 
came in through our waist hammock netting and 
went out through the bulwarks on tbe opposite 
Bids, and other cut away our maintopmast stay, 
but did no material injury. It has been stated 
that in this engagement we s'ood off at long 
range; this is a mistake, for we were within four 
hundred yards of tho shore. On the loth we en- 
countered three heavy batteries, eight miloe bo- 
low Richmond, the Galena took the load, followod 
in order by the Aroostook and Port Koyal. The 
ball wns commenced by the forts opening fire, and 
the acMon continued four hours and ten minutes. 
The lulls and shells rained over us, and we were 
much crippled in our action by tho narrowness of 
the stream, which made it impossible lo work our 
vessel without the danger of running ashore or 
getting aground. On one side of tho rivor there 
are high bluffs, thickly wooded, which were lined 
wilh sharpshooters. Our bulwarks were com- 
pletely riddled with bullets. Tho Gslena expend- 
ed all her shot and then hauled off. We fired 
three shells more, and then dropped down the 
river to City Point, at the mouth of the Appomat- 
tox, for repairs. Tbe Galena is a perfect man trap; 
he ij worthless with her thin-plated deck; shot 
and thell went through and through her; she 
bud twenty-eight shot holes in her port si lo, and 
lost seventeon killed and twenty-ono wounded. 
On our vessel we had none killed, but four or five 
slightly wonrded. The Port R>yal received one 
shot in close proximity to her engine, but "no- 
body was hurt.'' Wo received ona 6*4 pound shot 
through our bows. It carried away four timber?, 
and lodged in the harness cask. We have it on 
deck nnrv. Another shot struck just Mow our 
fare channels, and buii'.d itself in lbs skin of the 
ship. A third struck on cur quar'er, but did no 
hum. The Wachusett steamer j lined our fleet 
on the 18th. O.i the next day a. mcssago 
was sent off to seo if the Flag-ifficer would 
not allow her surgeon to go on shore, to 
attend a sick woman. Tbe request was 
complied with, and tbe doctor, Chief Engi- 
neer, Paymaster, the signal officer, and a 
boat's crew of eleven men went. They had hard- 
ly struck the beich when thoy were fired on by a 
mob of rebels. A master's mate nrrmcd Almany 
was kilbd. and a seaman named 1'oarce and three 
blue jackets were bsd'y wounded, wbilo nil the 
rest of the party, except one who escapod, were 
taken prisoners. Wo buried tho slain roar James- 
town, where the died of the Galona were also 
interred. From the obstructions placed in tbe 
river I expect difficult work in reaching Rich- 
me)od, but we are all ready for hard fightiri- I 
forgot to tell you that we Mowed up the rebol 
gunboat Teaser. W. 0. B.

Weirforfrom 
the deep itch «' Baoki from Williamsport, in 
which he alludes lo that of the Secretary of War 
as spoaking of a (comment in tbe South wbich 
was expeoted to endarger tie pursuers, tbat 
such a movement, or come oil similar, has 
been achieved. This is the opinion of Ibe Albany 
Journal which says the call for more troops is be- 
ing interpreted by many into a confession by the 
Government that it doss not consider the war as 
near its end. Rut such an inference is by no 
means just. Tbe Administration has to do with 
tbe present, nnd not with the future. It needs 
more troops now — for present uses. It would 
need them just as much, perhaps, if the war was 
to terminate next work. It neeeda tbom in order 
that it may carry out its programme of conquest 
without delay or embarrassment. It needs tbom 
in order tbat tho war may be short — in order that 
the conflict may be I rought to a speedy and suc- 
cessful close. 

If it was the intoolion of Jackson's strategy to 
detach any portion if the Union troops from their 
field of operations in tbe South, for the defence of 
the Capital and Maryland, ho has been thwarted, 
and may be placed himself in a position of no 
litlls danger. The Government has not allowed 
its previous plans to be intorferod witb, but has 
called promptly for more fresh troops to garrison 
the Washington defences, while the well drilled 
brigades now arcund the Capital can be trans- 
ported quickly by rail into Central Virginia and 
thus cut Jack3on off from all possibility of re 
treat, while the reinforcements already sent to 
the aids of Banks are so heavy that he will soon 
be able to resume the offensive. There has evi- 
dently been an undue importance attached lo tbe 
retreat of Banks by the alarmists.

This is taken in the 
morning before eating, and again at night, by 
troops exposed to malaria, and is said tbat 60 far 
from promoting intemperance it really gives a 
distaste for intoxicating drinks.

Mr. Ilolman's motion, to lay that of Mr. Porter

Mr. Porter's motion was adopted 
Tho Speaker said that tbe motii n to reconsider 
tbe vote by wbich the bill to confiscate the -1 n as 
of rebels was rejected, can, as a privileged ques 
lion, be taken up next Wednesday merning after 
the reading of the journal. 

The House went into Committee of the Who! 
on the Senate bill to colbc'. itrcct taxes in insur 
recliunary districts and for other purposes. 

Various amendments were made perfecting the 
arrangements for carrying the act into effect 
Tbe biL passed by lti to 17. 

It provides for tho appointment of a board of 
tax commissioners, to enter upon the duties cf 
their office whenever the commanding General of 
tho forces of ihe United States, enteiing into any 
insurrectionary State or district, shall have es- 
tablished tho military authority throughout any 
parish, district, or county of the same. In all 
coses where the owners of land shall not pay 
their proportion of the tax and consee|Uent ex- 
psnses, tbe property is to be sold. Provision is 
to be made for the rcComption ef land, if it 
shown to tbe satii faction of the commissioners 
that the owner has not taken part in or in any 
manner aided or abeltel the rebellion and he haa 
been unable to pay the tax. In cafes of owners 
having left their lands to join tbe rebel cause, 
th* L'e.ited States shall take possession and lease 
them until the civil authority is established and 
tbe people of the State shall elect a Legislature 
and State officers, who shall take tbe oath to sup 
port tbe Federal Constitution. 

The boards of commissioners may by the direc 
tion of the Preside*', instead of laasiug tbe lands 
vested in the United States, cause tbe same to be 
sutelivideti and fold in parc:-lj to any loyal citizen 
or any person who shall have faithfully served In 
the army, navy, or marine corps, 



r{5r The Hon. Lewis Condict died at Norris- 
town, N. J., on Monday lost, in the 90th year of 
his age. This venorable man had epeot most of 
his early life, and indeed np to an advanced period 
of * long life, in the service of bis country. Be 
fure the close of the last centnry he was high 
sheriff of Morris county; a member of the Legis- 
lature from 1805 to 1810, officiating two terms as 
Speaker of ths House. In 1807 he was appointed 
a commissioner for settling the boundary between 
New Yotk and New Jersoy; with all these ap- 
pointments, he had a large professional practice.

Sc-ilnks at New Oki.eass —The Now York 
Journal of Commerce harns from an eye witness, 
resident at New Orleau?, some particulars con- 
nected with the recent change of authorities in 
that city, which will not be uninteresting lo our 
reader* : 

When the lieet had passed the fort", and it was 
ceriain that they were ascending the river, the 
troops evacuated with the exc-p ion of one regi 
inont, who throw down their arms and would not 
leave. Tho mob took tbe place of tbe city trcopf, 
and commenced to burn all tho cotton they could 
find (from 10,000 to 15 000 baler-), rolling tbe 
sugars iato the river, knocking in tbe heads of 
molasses ca'ks, and doing whatever* damage 
they oould. Commencing in the nppor part 
of the city, they took to boats with ligh'ed 
toicb.es, and fired nearly everything afloat, shipe, 
steimeis, steamboats and other craft, with the 
exception of one ship belongiagto a gentleman 
whose partner (being a well known and influen- 
tial man with them), saved it by declaring it 
their property,- only three or four vessels escaped 
Dupasseur had a ship loaded wilh cotton, as also 
an English house, name unknown, wbich shared 
the fate of others, and tho powerful ram yet on 
the stocks was blown up and destroyed, and tbe 
owder appropriated to the guns on the levee 
was thrown into the river. The next morning 
after the ships arrived, an immense crowd assem 
bled on tho levee, of both sexes and all ages ; i 
murmur of applause in the crowd drew the atten- 
tion of the worst of Ihete people, who fired their 
pistols, killing upwards of seventy- five and 
wounding others. I his is referred to by Commo 
dore Farragut in his despatch to the Mayor. 

One of the parties killed was an Englishman of 
tbe name of Moody, whose body was awfully cut 
and sbot and was hanging to a telegraph pole in 
front of his door, upon which hung bis sign, "Get 
/our shirts at Mo.dy's." This man had lived 
fourteon years in New Orleans, had acquired a 
handsome property and was a good citizen. Many 
then lied on board the ships, fearing other out- 
rages; and tbe parties who directed Capt. Bailey 
to tho City Hall were chased to the Levee, where 
they escaped to the boats of the United States 
fleet. Thirty men attemp'ed to board one of the 
United States vessels; seven were killed by fire 
arms, and others drowned in the attempt of this 
losperate act. Houses were set on fire, and the 
narrator says it was Ihe most awful night he ever 
passed, and tbe next morning be took bis family 
to Mobile from tbeir house in New Orleans for 
safety. On tho 1st i f May there was not a soul 
in the streetr; the stores, hotels, and every place 
of bueiuess was closed, and the city appeared 
dismal. 

The troops on their way up burned all the cot- 
ton they found, and for one huodred miles up th* 
coast all tbat was at the lauding shared the inme 

destruction. 

The banks psid off their depositors in gold cr 
Confederate money, whichever they wore ontitled 
to, and sent their specie, books, &c, with their 
respective clerks, to Columbus, Miss., at the bead- 
waters of the Tomtigbee river. The currency 
now io New Orleans Is solely Confederate notes; 
those having spocie are holding on to it; no doubt 
it will by and by find its way North for sterling, 
as some of the foreign houses hold heavy balar.coe. 
At the high rates that the banks asked for their 
London exchange, they would not purchase, 

The Riciimomd Ahvaivc k — The corre?pon- 
dent of the Philadelphia Inquirer writes as fol- 
lows, under date of Gaines's Mills, May 23: 

Oar troops are now within sight of the city of 
Richmond. Yesterday a fcoutidg party, your 
correspondent along, raacbed this [dace, and 
plainly saw the great rebel capital. About u 
mile in advance the rebel pickets were observed 
wa'cbi"g rj', bnt reidy to fall back if we ad- 
vanced. 

F'rom the information received from contra- 
bands we are inclined to believe that the Confed- 
erate Government has been shipping military 
stores South for the last two weeks. I was in- 
clined to believe that the robels intended to make 
stand at the Chickabotniny, and dispute our 
crossing, but now, our troops are crossing that 
insignificant stream to day, by the way of Bottom 
B tdge, which was rebuilt and finished by our 
troops last night. 

From tbe i beorvations made through a power- 
ful glass, from an elevated position, I am inclined 
to believe tbat there are no heavy fortifications 
on the land side of Richmond. A number of rifle 
pits and light earthworks form the principal de- 
fence. 

In tho distance a few scattered bodies of robels 
wore observed, supposed to bo stationed to support 
their pickets. Further on/anchored in the James 
rivor, were several gunboats, supposed to be the 
F ederal fleet. 

F'rom this point to Richmond the country is 
open and under a better state of cultivation than 
we have passed through. Heretofore every house 
was isolated by heavy woods from the adjoining 
property. The farm-houses eesmed to be in bet- 
ter style of architecture, more thrift displayed in 
the surroun dings. 

HosriTALS IS AHI> ABOUT Ev ASSVIl.LK. — 

Evansvillr, Ind , has become, of late, like St 
Louis, Louisville, and Cincinnati, a great nucleus 
for hospitals. Dr. Wirtz, surgeon of the United 
States arniv, was detailed about a month ago, by 
General Halleck, to establish hospitals n the 
Ohio, and has succeeded in opening a largo num- 
bor. In the citv of Evansville there are four hos 
pitals, accommodating three hurdred cr four bun- 
dled patients each, and about a mile out in the 
suburbs a large public garden has been hired as a 
convalescent barracks, tents being pitched be- 
noath the shade of luxuriant trees on tho banks of 
a beautiful stream, for two thousand more. At 
Henderson, ton miles below, cn Ihe Ohio, is an- 
other hospital, wi'h six hundred beds; at Mt. 
Vornon, twenty miles bolow, another with three 
hundred beds, and at Newburg, ten miles above 
Evansville, another with four hundred beds. A 
hospital has also been opened at Terr* Haute, 
capable of holding six hundred patients; and at 
Vincennes a Catholic ho'pital affords room for 
three hundred more. So that, io and about 
Evansville, the Government has accommodations 
for about four thousand sick and two thousand 
convalescents. Dr. Wirt z makes his headquar- 
ters at Evansville, but superintends tbe whoU 
group of hospitala.— St. Louis Republican.

Sib: The rsar divi'inn of the army under my 
commtiDd, which bad been delayed a considera- 
ble time in rebuilding the Djck river bridge, 
left Columbia < n the 2d inBt. 1 left the evening 
of that day and arrived at Savannah on theeyen- 
ing of the 5th. General Nelson, with bis -divis- 
ion, which formed tho advance, arrived thosame 
day. The other divisions marched with intervals 
of about nix miles. . 

Oa the morning of the 6th the firing of cannon 
aLd musketry was beard in tho direction of Ibis 
place. Apprehending that a Mioui engagement 
had commenced, I went to General Grsut s head- 
quarters to got information as to the best means 
of reaching the battle field with the division that 
hid arrived. At the same time orders were de- 
spatched to the Jivisions in the rear to leave 
their trains and push forward by forced inarcboa. 
1 learned that Gineral Grant had just started, 
leaving orders for General Nelson to march to the 
river opposite Pittsburg Landing, to be ferriid 
acroa». An examination of the road up the river 
discovered it to be impracticable for artillery, and 
General Nelson was directed to leave his to be 
carried forward by steamers. 

The impression existed at Savannah that the 
firing was only an aflair of outposts, the same 
thing hiving occurred for two or three* previous 
day?, bat as it continued I determined to go to 
the scene of action, and accordingly started with 
my chief of staff, Col. Fry, on a steamer which I 
had ordered to get under "steam. As we proceed- 
ed up the river gronps of eoldiers were seen upon 
the west bank, and it soon became evident that 
thev were stragglers from tho armv that was 
engaged. The groups lncraased in tizo and fre- 
quency until as we apprJichod the landing they 
amounted to whole c mpanies and almost regi- 
ments, and at the landing the banks swarmed 
with a confused mass of men of various regiments. 
The number oould not have been less than four 
or five thousand, and later in the day it became 
much greater. Finding General Grant at the 
landing I requested him to send steamers to Sa- 
vannah to bring np General Crittenden's diviaiou, 
which had arrived during the morninp. and 
then went ashore with him. The throng of dis- 
organized and demoralized tro ps increased con- 
tinually by frefh fugitives from tho hauls which 
a'eadiiy drew nearer the landing, ai.d with these 
were mingled great numbers of teams, all striv- 
ing to get as near as possible to the river. With 
few exceptions all efforts to form the troops and 
move them forward to the fight utterly failed. 
In the meantime the enemy had made such pro- 
gress against onr troops, that his artillery and 
musketry began to play into the vital spot of tho 
position, and some persons were killed on tho 
banks at the very landing. Gen. Nelson, ar- 
lived with Col. Ammeu's brigtde at this oppor- 
tune moment. It was immediately posted to 
meet the attack at that point, and with a battery 
of artillery which happened to be on tho ground, 
and was brought Into action, opened fire on the 
enemy and repulsed him. Tho action of 
the gunboats also contributed very much 
to that result. The attack at that point was not 
renewed, night having come on, and the tiring 
ceased on both sides. In the meantime, the re- 
mainder of Gen. Nelson's division crossed, and 
Gen. Crittenden's arrived from Savannah by 
mourners. After examining the grcund as well as 
was possible at night in front of the line on which 
Gen. Grant's troops hod formed, and as far to the 
right as Gen Sherman's division, I directed Nel- 
son's and Crittenden's divisions to form in front of 
that line and move forward as ston as it was light 
In the morning. During the night and early the 
following morning, Capt. Bartlett's Ohio battery, 
Capt. Men. lent -ail's Regular battery, and Capt. 
T<. r rill s battery, Fifth artillery, arri ,ed. General 
McCook, by a forced march, arrived at Savannah 
during the night of the 6th, and reached the field 
of battle early in tho morning of the 7th. I knew 
that the other divisions ecu! j not arrive in dine 
for the action that day. 

The patch of country on which t lie battles of 
the 6th and 7ih were fought is culled Shilob, 
from the little church of that name which stands 
in its midst. It consists of an undulating table 
land, elevated some eighty or one hundred feet 
above the river bottom. Along the Tennessee 
river to the east it breaks into abrupt ravines, 
and towards the south along L'ck croek, which 
empties into the Tenneesee river some three miles 
abova Pittsburg Landing, ris-s into a range 
of bills of some he'ght, whose slopes are 
gradual towards the battle -field, and some- 
what abrupt towards Lick creek. Owl cre-.k, 
rising near the source of Lick creek, flows 
to the northeast around the battle-field into 
Snake creek, which empties into Tennessee river 
three miles below Lick creek. The drainage is 
maioly from the Lick creek ridge, and tbe table- 
land Into Owl creek Coming from Corinth, tbo 
principal road crosses Lick creek at two points, 
some twelve miles from its mouth, and separates 
into three or fonr principal branches which enter 
tbe table-land from tho scu'h, at a distance of 
about a mile apart. Generally the face of the 
country is covered with woods, through which 
troops can pass without great difficulty, though 
occasionally the nndergrowth is donse. Small 
farms or cultivated fields o> from twenty to eighty 
acres occur now and then, but as a general thing 
the country is in forest. My entire ignorance cf 
the various roads and of the character of the 
country at the time, rendered it impossible to an- 
ticipate the probable disposition of the enemy, 
and the woods were always sutficient to screen 
his preparatory movements from observation. 

Soon after 5 o'clock on the morning of the 7th, 
Gen. Nelson's and Gen. Critt6nden's divisions, the 
only ones vet arrived on the ground, moved prompt- 
ly forward to meet the enemy. Nelson's division 
marching in line of battle soon came upon his 
pickets, drove them in, and, at about 6 a'clol k, 
received the fire of bis artillery. The. division 
was here baited and Aleiidenball's bitter/ brought 
into action to reply, while Crittenden's division 
was being put into position on the right of Nel- 
son's- Bartlett's battery was posted in the centre 
of Crittenden's division in a CTjuainandirg position, 
opposite which the enemy was discovered to be 
formed in force. By this time McCook's division 
arrived on the ground and was immediately formed 
on the right of Crittenden's. Skirmishers were 
thrctyn to the front and a strong body of them to 
,(Uard our left flank, which, though somewhat pro- 
tected by rou.,.h ground, it was supposed the 
enemy might attempt to turn and in fact did. bnt 
was handsomely repulsed with great loss. Each 
brigade furnished Its own reserve, and in addition 
Boyle's brigade from Crittenden's division, though 
it formed at first In l lie line, was kept somewhat 
back when the lino advanced, to be used as occa- 
sion might require. 1 fount! on the ground parts of 
about two regiments, perhaps one thousand men, 
and r-ubscquen'ly a similar fragment came up, of 
Gen. Gram's force. The first I directed to act wits 
Gen. Mccook's attack, ard the second was simi- 
larly employed on the ltft. I saw other drag- 
gling troops of Gen Grant's force immediaMly on 
Gen. McCook's right, and some tiring hai already 
commenced there. I have no direcv auiowledge 
of the disposition of the remainder of (Jan. Grant's 
force, nor is it my province to apeak of them. 
Those that came under my direction la the way I 
have stated, rendered willing i-pd efficient service 
during the day. 

The force under my corrrnand occupied a line of 
about a mile and a half. In front of Nelson's di- 
vision was an opsi field, partially ecreened 
towards his right by a skirt of woods," which ex- 
tended through to tbe enemy's line, with a \feick 
undergrowth in front of the left brigade of Crit- 
tenden's division; then an open line in front of 
Crittenden's right and McCook's loft; sod in front 
of McCook's right woods again, wi b. 1 dense un- 
dergrowth. Tbe ground, nearly level in front of 
Nelson, formed a hollow in front of CrittendeD, 
and fell into a small creek or ravine v>hich empties 
into Owl creek, in front of McCfxik. What I after- 
, wards learned was the Uamburg road, which 
crosses Lick creek a mUe.rrom its mouth, passed 
perpendicularly through the line rf battle near 
Nelson's left. On a rhja slightly oblique to us and 
beyotd the open Solds, the enemy was formed 
with a battery 'm Front of Nelson's left; a battery 
commanding the woods in front of Crittenden's 
left, and flanking the field in front of Nelson; a 
battery commanding the same woods and the field 
in front of Crittenden's right and McCook's loft. 
A short dis'ance in rear of the enemy's left were 
the encampments of McClernand's and Sherman's 
divisions, which tbe emsjav held. 

While my troops were getting into position, 
the fire was kept up between Mendenball's bat- 
tery and the enemy 's 2d battery, with some ef- 
fect. Bartlett's battery was hardly in position 
before the enemy's 3d battery opened fire on that 

fiart of the line, and when, very soon after, our 
ine advanced with strong bodies of skirmisher 8 
infropt, the action became general, and contin- 
ued with severity during the greater part of the 
day and until the enemy was driven from the 
field. The obliquity of onr line, the left 'barur 
thrown forward, brought Nelson's division/, first 
into action, and it became vory hotly onr.ogoel at 
an early hour. A charge of the 19 ii, brig- 
ade from Nelson's right, led by it 3 com- 
mander, Colonel Uszen, reached tl JS enemy's 
2d battery; but the brigade sustained a haivy 
loss by a cross fire of the enemy's 1/aUsries and 
was unable to maintain Its advanta «e against tho 
heavy infantry force that came forerard to orp>se 
it. The enemy recovered tbe ba'.terv, and fol- 
lowed up his momentary advantaga by throwing 
a heavy force of infantry into the vwods in front 
of Crittenden's left. The left Uigade, Colonel 
W. S. Smith, of that division, advanced into tin J 
woods, repulsed the enemy handsomely, and tor.* I 
several prisoner. In the meantime Capt. Tor- ' 
rill's battery. 6ih artillery, which had Just 
landod, reached the field and was ordered 
into actior_ near the left with Nelson.'<3 di- 
vision, wnioh was vory heavily prrjejeoii by 
the greater number of the enemy.

Success flacked the enemy's position 
at nis second and third batteries, from 
"xbich he was soon driven with the loss of 
several pieces of artillery, by the concentrated 
fire of Tamil's and Merdenhall's batteries, and 
an attack from Crittenden's division in front. 
Tbe enemy made a second stand some eight hun- 
dred yards in the rear of this position and opened 
tire with bis artillery. Mendenball's battery war 
thrown forward, silenced the battery, and it was 
captured by Crittenden's division, the enemy ro- 
reating from it. 

In the meantime, the division of Gen. McCook 
on the right, which became engaged somewhat 
later In the morning than the divisions on the 
left, bad made steady progress until it drove the 



enemy's left from the hotly contested field. The 
action was commenced in this division by Uen. 
Kou-seau's brigade, when drove the enemy m 
front of it from his first position and captured a 
battery The line of attack of this division caused 
a considerable widening of the space between it 
and Crittenden's right. It was also outtlaekod on 
its right by the line of the enemy, who made re- 
peated strong attacks on its Mar ks, but was always 
nallantly repulsed. The enemy made his last de- 
cided stand in front of this div.sion in the woods 
beyond Sherman's camp. 

Two brigades cf Genoral V> cod a division ar- 
rived just at the close of tho battle, but only one 
of them, Colonel Wagner's, in time to participate 
actively in the puisnit, which it continued for 
about a mile and until halted by my order. Its 
ikirmhhers becime engaged for a fow minutes 
with skirmishers covering tbe enemy's rear 
guard, which made a momentary stand. It was 
also fired upon by the enemy's artillery on its 
right (lank, but without effect. It was well con- 
ducted by its commander, and Bhowod great 
steadiness. 

Tho pursuit was continued no further that 
day. I was without cavalry, and the different 
corps had become a good deal scattered in 
a pursuit 0V6r a country which screened the 
movements of tbe enemv, and the roads of which 
I knew practically nothing. In the beginning of 
the'pnrsnit, thinking it pri bible the enemy had 
retired partly by the Hamburg road, I had or- 
dered Nelson's division forward as far as Lick 
cresk on that roatl, from which, I afterwards 
learned, the direct Corinth road is separated by a 
difficult ravine which empties ioto Lick creek. I 
therefore occupied myself with examining the 
ground and getting the different divisions into po- 
sition, which was not effected until aometima after 
dark. 

Tho following morning, in pnrsuance of the di- 
rections of Gen. Grant, Uen. Wo d was sent for- 
ward with two of his brigades and a battery of 
artillery, to discover the position of the enemy 
and press him if he should be found in retreat. 
Gen. Sherman, with about the same force from 
Gen. Grunt's nrmy, was on tbe same service, and 
had a spirited skirmish with tbe enemy's cavalry, 
driving it back. Tho main forca was foucd to 
have retreated beyond Lick Crack, and our troops 
returned at night. There were no idlers in the 
battle of tho 7th. Every portion o? tho army 
did its work Tbe batteries of Captains Terrell 
and Mendenball were sp'endidly handled and 
served; that cf Capt. Bartlsll was served with 
great spirit and gallantry, though with less deci- 
sive results. I specially commeud to tha favor of 
the government for distinguished gallautry and 
good conduct —

wero distinguished for tboir gallant bearing 
throughout the battle, arjd rendered valuable 
service. The gallant deportment of my ordorlies, 
privates A. J. Williamson, 4'.h cavalry; A M. 
Smith, J. K. Hewitt, J. A. Stevenson, and V. B. 
Hummel of the Anderson troop, also deserves to 
be mentioned. 

I am particularly Indebtwl to Col. Fry, chief of 
staff, for valuable assistance in the battle, as well 
as for the ability and industry with which he has 
at all times performed the important duties of bis 
position. Surgeon Murray, medical director, al- 
ways assiduous in the discharge of his duties, was 
actively engaged in the lield in taking the best 
cire of tho wounded that circumstances admitted 
of. Capt. Gillem, assistant quartermaster, is en- 
titled to great credit ftr his energy and industry 
in providing transportation for tha troops from 
Savannah. Lt. Col. James Oakes, 41 h cavalry, 
inspector of cavalry, and Capt. C. O. Gilbert, 1st 
infantry, acting inspector general, who have ren- 
dered zealous and valuable service in their posi- 
tions, were detained at Savannah and unablo to 
be present in tbe action. 

The loss of the force under my command is two 
hundred and sixty-three killed, one thousand 
eight hundred and sixteen wounded, and oighty- 
eight missing^ total, two thousand one hundred 
and sixty-seven. The trophies -are seventy pieces 
of artillery, a greater number of caissons, and a 
considerable numbor of small arms. Many of 
the cannon were reeiptured from the loss of the 
previous diy. Several stands of colors were also 
recaptured. 

The troops which did not arrive in time for the 
battle, General Thomas's and part of General 
Wood's divisions (a portion of tho latter, as I 
have previously stated, took part in the pursuit, 
and the remainder arrived in the evening), are 
entitled to the highest praise for the untiring 
energy with which they pressed forward night 
ard day to share the dangers of their comrades. 
One of these divisions, General Thomas's, had 
already, under his command, made its name 
honorable by one of the moat moTrorable victories 
of the war, "Mil! Spring," on which the tide of 
success seemed to turn steadily in favor of the 
Union.

Rt,bel barbaiity wns exempliiied at Fredericki- 
tnrg, where a raagszino was blown up by a tor> 
pidi, a building demolished, and the sentry 
guarding it blown to pieces. Tbe goaid at the 
railroad station, only two hundred feet distant, 
luckily escaped. The torpedo had boon placed 
under the building since the thorough examina- 
tion after tho occupation by our troops. 

Two more torpedoes wero subsequently found 
under tho railroad track. Tho soldiors are 
greatly exasperated, and were with difficulty 
prevs nted from burning the town. 

Tho impression given by those who escaped 
from Front Royal is that »<• nt one hundred .id 
fifty man got off, out of the whole force of about 
one thousand mer, and that of those four- fifths 
were killed. Tho cry of the enemy wa9 44 No 
quarters." 

Reports concur that women firad ont of houses 
at Wiccheatsr on Banks's tro.ips, and that wound- 
od and sick mon who bad crawled from the hos- 
pitals into a wheat field were murdered there.

Corinth, Miss , May 27. 

General Halleck has issuid an order prohibiting 
picket ikirmishing. The pickets are now quite 
friendly, and daily hold communication with each 
other. Our pickets in (rani of Pope's forces in- 
duced five rebels, including one sergeant, to do- 
sert la9t night. In no place from right to left are 
our lines two miles from the enemy's works, and 
in somo places our heavy guns are within battery 
distance, tbongh dense woodlands prevent either 
party from opening fire. 

Camp rumors are to the effect that Vicksburg 
has surrendered, and that the fleet is en route 
to Meirphis. Nothing, however, is known of 
this at headquarters. 

General Sherman's division ha* made an ex- 
change of the St. Louis Democrat of the 221 for 
the Mobile Register of the same date, with the 
rebel pickets to-dav. 

The Savannah News of the 17th say.- i Two 
Yankee steamers opened fire wiih shot "and shell 
on tho town of Darien on Friday morning, doing 
no damage. 

The Mobile Register say9 everything was quiet 
at Fort Morgan up to yesterday. The enemy are 
keeping their customary vigils. On Monday 
night the attention of the fort was attracted to 
some mysterious light going up in the direction 
of Navy Cove. An armed party, sent to investi- 
gite the affair, returned with a boat load of 
Spaniards, who, it is eupposod, wero giving notice 
to vessels about rjnning tho blockade. 

The Register sums up the following Confeder- 
ate saccesse-: Williamsburg, Giles county, Plum 
Point, Scott's cavalry, Morgan's, Faniiington, 
James river, Tennessee Guerillas, Valley of Vir- 
gicii and a general cheek of tho enemy's advance 
everywhere. U doos not recoenize the evacua- 
tion of tha coast positions, Yorktown, Norfolk, 
and Pensacola, regarding them as positive rebel 
advantages. 

The Register also contains official correspond- 
ence bsiweon our fleet and the Vickiburg authori- 
ties, in answer to Capt. Leo's demand for the 
surrender of Vickspnrg and ils defencss, directed 
to the authorities of Vicksbnrg. 

Mav r Lundry replies that tho military au- 
thorities have erected no defences, and that there 
are none within the corporate limits. He further 
states that neither the municipal authorities nor 
citi/ins will ever consont to tbe surrender of ths 
city. The following replies wero also received by 
our fleet: 

li Vicktburq, May 18. 
"3. Phillip), Jr., commanding the advance naral 
diririon: 

"As your communication is addressed to tbe 
authorities of Vicksburg, that you may have a 
full reply to said communication, I have to state 
Mississinpians don t know how, and refuse to 
learn how, to surrender to an enemy. If Com. 
Farragut or General Butler can teach them, let 
them come and try. JAMES LANDRY, 

"Military Governor." 

Brigadier-General M. S. Smith, commanding 
the defences, replies that he has been ordered to 
hold the defences, and it is his intention to do so 
as long as it is in his power. 

The Vicksburg Citizen of the 20th notices the 
landing of some Federal forces at Warrenton and 
a few skirmishes. 

Governor Shorter, of Alabama, has issued a 
proclamation calling out the entire male popula- 
tion who are not subject to the operation of the 
conscript law to form a State Guard. 

The steamer Baltic inserts several advertise- 
ments for goods to be received for running tho 
blockado. 

New York, May 28. 

Tho Herald has pretty full accounts of BmkYs 
retreat from its correspondent. Only 150 men 
out of the 800 or 900 engaged escaped fiom the 
Front Royal fight. 

Forty of our soldiers, mostly sick, were cap- 
tured at Newtown. One named David Dicker- 
son, of tbo 66th Ohio, was killed la the eklrmish 
of Saturday. 

The Maine and Vermont cavalry suffered 
severely. Cotrpany A, of the Vermont cavalrv, 
were all lost, captured or killed, except Captain 
Piatt, his lieutenant, and a half drzen men who 
made good tboir escape. Maj iff Collins is among 
ths captured, and Major Sawyer, whose horse 
fell nnder him and irjured his foot, made his 
escape with no further injury. 

During tbe Sunday fight, which continued two 
hours before the retreat from Winchester, Don- 
nelly's brigade behaved admirably and ropnlsed 
the enemy, but, being outflanked by superior 
numbers, they were compelled to withdraw our 
forces. Donnelly's brigade on the loft and Gor- 
don's on the right were in position along a gi-rge 
between two hills. 

Tbeenrmy are said to have fought well. At 
one point they came up in a large hollow square, 
single file on tho front and back and doable file 
on each sido. Matching up thus to within a cer- 
tain distance, they were ordered to halt, fix bay- 
onets, and charge, which they did in good order. 
' Colonel Gordon and staff are afe, also Ueneral 
WilliamB and staff. While retreating through 
Winchester, women from houses opened tire with 
pistols on our 9oldiers and killed a great many of 
them. L'eut. Col. Browo. of tho 28th Now York, 
is 3aiJ to have boon killed. Col. Knipe, of tho 
46th Pennsylvania, was wounded and taken pris- 
oner. Col. Murphy, of tho 24:h Pennsylvania, 
was killed, and many others. 

The column retreated in good order pursued by 
tho enemy beyond Martinsburg. The baggage 
train proceeded as far as the Potomac and many 
of the teams have boon conveyed across in ferry- 
boats. The telegrsph operator at Martinsburg, 
had left the town ou the first rumor of a battle 
at Winchester, and taken the instruments with 
him. 

The whole town seemed deserted. Tbe stores 
were closed. Many Union people came along with 
us; aho, tbo negroes. Ueneral Banks was in the 
rear of the retreat; and a shell exploded only fcur 
feet from him, fortunately without injuring him. 
Winchester is reported to bo burned. The enemy 
had stationed a force at Borryville to prevent our 
retreating towards Harper's Ferry, and wo wero 
compelled to take the road to Martinsbnrg. 



Washing ton, May 28 
Tho Secretary of the Navy bas furnished Con- 
gress with tho result of the examination by a spe- 
cial board of tbe Stephens battery as an efficient 
means of coast defer.es. They think that for tho 
purpose it will require essential modifications ow- 
ing to recent improvements in naval warfare. 

As tho Secretary believes it was the intention 
of Congress nearly $800,000 heretofore appropria- 
ted upon the battery according to the original 
plan, should it have been approved, he does not 
feel authorized to expend the monev to carry 
out the suggestions of the board. Uen. Sigel 
visited tho capital to-day, and was warmly wel- 
comed by Congressmen. 

Boston, May 28. 

Governor Andrews bas issued an crdor relieving 
tho militia, who assembled in obedience to the 
proclamation of Monday, and t hay are returning 
to their homes, except such as volunteered for 
three years or tho war. The men expected to 
serve three or fix months, not knowing that an 
act of Congress required the service for an indefi- 
nite period. 

ARRIVAL 01' THE EUROPA. 

Cape Race, May 27th. 

The Europa, from Liverpool tbe 17th and 
Queenstown the 18th, was intercepted off here. 

Creeif Britain, Stay lGfA. — In tho House of 
Commons Mr. Layard said the government bad 
recoived from Lnrd Lyons a crpv of the report of 
a committee of the House of Representatives of 
the United States on the Rociprocity Treaty, 
and had no objection to lay it on tbe table. The 
Times editorially savs the advantages gained in 
tuo West by tha Federals hive been such as it 
is impossible to overrate, and are in singular con- 
trast to tho slow progress in Virginia. It also 
expatiates on tbe importance of tbo capture of 
New Orleans, and says the North has a right to 
presume the hour of final success is approaching. 
The Times also says tho robots ore apparently as 
determined as ever, but from the manner in which 
the military loaders have allowed themselves to 
bo worsted" on the Miisissippi, the confidence < f 
their own p:ople and foreigners must be shaken ia 
tboir ultiuiatu snccess.

Tbe Spanish anthcrities in Mexico had notified 
Prosidont Juarez of their intention of leaving the 
country. Jaarez responded by oulogizing their 
conduct and offering tbem complete satisfaction. 

Arne ican securities in London showed increased 
firmness, while cotton in Liverpool exhibited in- 
creased hoaviness. 

The Her - I \ of tbo 17th believed the Confeder- 
ate retreat to Richmond will be found a piece 
of masterly strategy to gain time, when overy 
week's delay is of the utmost importance, com- 
pelling the enemy to take np position at a greater 
distanco from his base of operations, thus depriv- 
ing tbe enemy of his chief source of strength, 
th* aid of the gnnboats, while they obtain a per- 
fect concentration of the whole Confederate army 
in Virginia around Richmond, so rendering each 
Federal corps de armee converging upon tbo 
Southern capitol exposed to a crushing attack 
from overwhelming nu.ubers. Richmond must 
be d=fendtd at all hazards. It is nnivorsally ad- 
mitted now that if that city falls, the Confederate 
cati-e on the eastern seaboard is lost. 

It is hoped no doubt that tho Federal victory 
will occur so late in the season and tho victorious 
army be so shattered that the *!me required for 
reorgar iz ition will mske further operations this 
summer impossible. 

The l imes remarks that it would bo mockery 
to ask Lanca«hire to send ships to Boaufort for 
cotton, now that tho groat emporium of the Mis- 
sissippi, where millions of acres of cotton-grow- 
ing land ar« in the power of tho Federals, has 
fallen. It i i therefore an obvious policy to trade 
with New Orleans to get further supplies of cot- 
ton for want of tbo Europeans of planters, who 
Mill assert their allegiance lo tho Southern Re- 
public. 

New York, May 28. 

The steamer S. R. Spalding has arrived with 
thirty-three sick » Idiot a from McClollan's army. 
Tha bark Pallas from Ballzs reported ths U. S. 
steamer Tyler had Captured an iron steamer 
loaded with cotton and sent her to New Y'ork. 
Tho Pnllss did not learn her name. 

Baltimore, May 23. 

Last Saturday, ihe Deputy Provost Marshal, 
by order of Gen. Dix, commanding this depart - 
inenf, proceeded to Easton, Talbot county, Md , 
and arrested Judge Richard Carmichael, Judge 
of tbe county, and Jamc3 Powell, Prosecuting 
Attorney, upon a charge of treason. They wero 
brought to Baltimore and lodged in Fort Mc- 
Henry. 

New Y'ork, May 28. 
The Baltimore American of the 27th ssys Usn. 
Banks has already received a reinforcement of at 
least 18,000 well disciplined troopi at Harper's 
Ferr". Several car loads of soiko guns, each 
weighing about six tons, havo also been sent up 
from tho WaBhirglon na^y. In one of tha trains 
for Harper's Ferry was Assistant Secretary of 
War, Watson, and Gen. Hamilton &nd staff of tho 
regular army. 

Fortress Monroe, May 27. 
The Norfolk Day boc k, which was allowed to 
continue its issue by Gen. Veils afitr tho occu- 
pation of Norfolk on condition that it should be 
respectful in its tone, was to-day suppressed, in 
consequence of a communication in yesterday's 
paper signed 4< Inqirrdr," which in severe language 
assails those Union citizens who have taken the 
oath of allegiance to the United States. A meet- 
ing was held las', night in which the course of 
tbe paper was discussed, and a committee having 
waited upou Gen. Vsfli and stated their request 
that the paper should be stopped ho acquiesced, 
and tho order was issued this morning.
